They are 
proprietary in the sense that, in fact, though 
not in law, they were owned by the minority 
who take most of the risks. 

Íhey are co-operative in the sense that'the 
alvantages are divided between all. They 
epresent an attempt to reconcile the irrecon- 

lable, and, in practice, the result is that 
the advantages are diminished for the many

THE EXCEPTION.

Large numbers of suppliers who had no 
firm interest in the concern must be con- 
ciliated at all costs, and the necessary 


sacrifices must always be madé by the few. : 


Any other policy would result in some sup- 
phiers going over to the competing coneéins 
and leaving the shareholders EA, guarantors 
to carry all the liabilities without adequate 
milk supplies. 

While some competition exists between co- 
operative creameries, there is iútense compe- 
tition between proprietaries and co-operatives 
for milk supplies. The extreme case was 
where a co-operative. and a  propriqtary 
central. are situated in the same district, 
practically alongside each other, and where 
each has anything from three to ten auxili- | 
aries existing side by side with those of its 
competitor, all competing for the same milk 


supplies. . 
This is not uncommon, while in other 
districts there are co-operative and proprietary 
groups touching and competing with each 
other at various points. This is always the 
position where there is proprietorial and co- 
operative competition. 

When a proprietary creamery. is operating 
without co-operative competition the tempta- 
tion to give what will be regarded by the 
farmers as poor prices for milk is over- 
whelming; and, rightly or wrongly, farmers 
spurred on by thé example of co-operative 
creameries in other districts will always 
insist on erecting creameries themselves, so 
as to provide an alternative outlet for their 
milk supplies. 

REDUNDANCY. 

In this,yway, as long as there are both 
proprietary and co-operative créeameries in the 
same province, there always will be redun- 
dancy. Redundancy means increased over- 
head expenses, and the position at the mo- 
ment in the districts where proprietary and 
co-operative competition is. going on is 
that the farmers of those districts are pay- 
ing always twice, and often three times, the 
overhead expenses that are required for effi- 
cient production. 

The present state of affairs is almost in- 
evitable. In every agricultural country in 
Europe and America farmers’ organisations 
are provided with suitable credits, and 
from a very early stage their devélopments 
are guided by co-operative legislation. Here 
we are left without either. 

{t used to be the fashion here to talk 
loosely about the efficiency of farmers and 
farmers’ organisations. Everybody heard of 
the few co-operative creameries that failed, 
and sweeping deductions were drawn from 
these comparatively few failures, very much 
to the discredit of the industry as a whole. 

The fact is that the existence, in spite of 
all the disadvantages, of 400 co-operative 
creameéries, out of a total of 580, is an ex- 
traordinary testimony to the pioneer work of 
the I.4.0.8., and to the capacity and loyalty | 
of the Irish farmer. — 

In no other country have farmers’ organisa- 
tions to grapple unaided with the same diffi- 
culties, and they are entitled to ask .from 
the State now the facilities which have 
been refused to them for so long, and the 
want of which has placed them at such a dis- 
advantage as compated ‘with “their com- 


petitors. 
CO-OPERATIVE ACT. 

There can be no doubt whatéver as to the 
measures that ate necessary, and no apology 
need be made for putting them into oper- 
lion. Co-operative societiés are at presept 
governed by legislation, passed for the por- 
pose of nq the operations of friendly 
societies. This legislation is out of date, 
even for the purposes for -which it was 
passed; but, in any event, it was never in- 
tended and entirely unsuitable for agricul- 
tural co-operative societies For the pur- 
poses of agricultural societies it is proposed 
to introduce a Co-operative Act, which will 
contain the provisiqns which are now common 
form in every other agricultural country. 

I do not propose to indicate its provisions, 
except in the most general way. It will 

rovide that all suppliers shell be share- 

olders; that a reasonable proportion of the 
share capital shall be paid up; that regular 
audits shall take place; that the area of opera- 
tions of a creamery may be defined; that 
redundant creameries shall not bé permitted, 
and that all creameriés shall be affiliated to 
the organisation society. This Act ought té 
be non-contentious, except, perhaps, in re- 
gard to some of its details. 

Tt would certainly be non-contentious in 
any of the other countries which are com- 
poring with the Irish Free State in the 

ritish market. These countries have 
adopted such an Act lon ape. and, con- 
sequently, have long ago solved the problems 
which we must solve now. 

CREDIT CORPORATION. 

It is proposed to introduce and pass a bill 
during this session, providing for the estab- 
lishment of an Agricultural Crédit Corpora- 
tion. This institution “will deal with the 
credit needs of agriculture as á whole, but, 
for the moment, I need only refer to its 
activities in connection with the dairying 
industry. One of its most important 
functions will be to deal with the credit needs 
of existing societies, and to provide sufficient 
capital for new societies. 

It may be well at this stage to say that this 
Corporation will not exist to shovel out 
money indiscriminately. It is the result of 
a recognition of the fact that agriculture 
requires not only additional, bnt, more 
especially, different kinds of credit to the 
credit facilities which were available for it 
from the Joint Stock Banks. 

This Corporation will deal with long-term 
and intermediate-term credits, but if any: 
body has got the notion that it will be 
established for the purpose of giving other 
people’s money to borrowérs who are not 
security for it, or handing out money philan- 
thropically without due regard to the neces- 
sities and desirabilities in each case, and 
above all to the prospects of its being repaid; 
they should disillesion themselves at once. 

So far as the dairying industry is con- 
cerned, it is obvious that the rporation 
cannot operate effectively until the societies 
are so re-organised as to be ‘adequate security 
for the credits required, that is to say, 
until the Co-operative Act is passed and put 
into operation. 

WELL NIGH IMPOSSIBLE.

á CLIMAX 

This competition reached a climax in 1926. 

On the one hand the company had revived 
Cleeves, installed about ,000 worth of 
new panned, ond transport, and, in addi- 
tion, had re-established goodwill at the cost 
of about £100,000 in trade losses. On the 
other hand, the co-operatives were still hold- 
ing on, and even developing, but had used 
up most of their resources both in cash and 
credjt in the task. This position could not 
remain static. 
_ Where there are two big interests compet- 
ing within a small area for the same supplies 
and selling in the same market, there is 
almost certain to be a trade war; and it is 
inevitable when one of them is composed of 
a number of independent units varying in 
their circumstances, and without any common 
spokesman who could make an agreement on 
their behalf. . 

The competition had to go on, and more 
money for the purpose had to be found by 
both sides. This was an easier task for the 
company than for the canabivasives: The 
rei shareholders of the company are 

essrs. Lovell and Christmas, Ltd., who are 
amongst the three biggest wholesale grocers in 
England. 

They had already put big sums into the 
business, and Í have very little doubt that 
if there was no other alternative, they coui: 
find more. Most of the creameries concerned, 
however, could get no more from the joint 
stock banks, and as they had to find money or 
get out during the latter half of the year 
1926 urgent applications were. put in to the 
Department of Agriculture by the Jrish 
Agricultural Organisation Society on behalf 
of a number of societies involved in competi- 
tion. with the company. | 

Looe ed at from any .point of view, such 
applications raised very grave issues indeed. 
hese issues were being examined in all their 
implications by the Department of Agricul- 
tiire, and it was in this state of affairs that 
in, November, 1926, I was informed that the 
to sell its. interests.

that the réport of the Bankin " Cormniesion 
on Agricultural Credit just published raised 
considerations that it could not afford to 
ignore. 

Tn the light of these facts, it seemed to me 
that theye were three possible courses open 
to the Governmént :— 

(1) To refdse to interfere either for or 
agáinst either side, and to confine itself 
simply t? keeping the ring; 

(2) To rófuse to consider the company's 

opesal, and instead to provide work- 
ing  eapitel for the  ¢o-operative 
ereameriés, so ai to enable them to 
compete with the company; and 

(3) TO consider favourably the proposal of 

compariy to sel. 


I need not délay to consider the second 
possibihty. Such a course would be out of 
the question, and that being the case the 
situation was reduced to alternatives— 
namely, either to refuse to interfere in any 
way, or to consider the application to finance 
the purchase of the company. | 

The first alternative might have been 
adopted. The State might have washed its 
hands oí the whole business, left the issne 
to the parties concerned, and deferred the 
full re-organisation of the creameries for a 
few years wntil the situation had cleared up. 

ere are possibly two points of view as to 
what, would have happened if this alternative 
had been adopted. 

This is not the first time that something 
approaching a trade war was wagéd between 
proprietary and co-operative creameries. It 
ig, in fact, quite possible for individual pro- 
prietaries and irdividyal co-operatives. to 
continue their operations in, more or less, 
static competition for a long time. There 
has been serious competition before between 
co-operative creameries and a combination or 
proprietary creameries, and, as a.rule, the co- 
real creameries have come out of it 


POWERFUL CONCERN. 

The history of Cleeyes is an example of 
this, and there are others. This, howev 
was the first time in which the com titioh 
was on such a big scale. The Condensed 
Milk Company of Ireland is a very powerful 
concern financially. It controls 114 creameries 
and ten elaborate condensing plants. The 
principal shareholders, Messrs. Lovell and 
Christmas, are amongst the biggest whole- 
sale grocers in pected. 

Messrs. Lovell Christmas handle large

The plan for the reorganisation of the 
Free State dairying industry, which - was 


outlined by the Minister for Lands and 


Agriculture: in Dáil Fireann. yesterday, 
ought to be welcomed by every farmer. 
It is designed to bring the Irish Free 
State into line with the most progressive 
dairying countries in the world, and, by 


| the general application of the co-operative

At present there are 580 creameries in the

“formed in 1924, and controlled by the 
well-known English firm of Lovell and 
‘Chtistmas, Limited, ‘The rivalry. between’ 
these two groups is. intense. aa many 
districts. ®&, Go-operative and “a ““ pro-| 
prietary;’’ -crdamery*are found cheek’ by 
jowl, “competing against ‘each “óther for 
the ‘farmer's milk, ‘With the result that 


‘| the normal overhead expenses of dairying 


are'doubled. Mr, Hogan’s scheme. envisages 


| the whole dairying industry, organised on

concede. In both, over-taxed communities 
protest against the growing cost of public 
administration. The recent increase of 
official salaries in the North is even more 
formidable than in the South. To criticism 
on this head Lord Craigavon replies that a 
large part of the State’s expenditure is 
controlied from Whitehall; and the same 
‘argument is pleaded in defence of its 
alleged discrimination against the employ- 
ment of Roman Catholics in the public 
service. This excuse may be convenient, 
iand, indeed, may be-sound ; but: we ques- 
tion its wisdom from the Government's 
| point of view. The more the restrictions 
of their present system. of dyarechy are 
paraded before “the ‘people of? Northern 
Ireland, the greater will be their discon- 
tent, and the keener their envy of the 
Free State, who—even “if she chooses to 
mismanage them—has complete’ command 
of her own finances. We are sure that 
Mr. Devlin’s attack on the Northern 
Government's attitude to Roman Catholics 
was unjust, and we should be sorry 
to think that it held the slightest measure 
of truth. Save in one respect, the Free 
State Government, by its impartial. treat- 
ment of minorities, has set an admirable 
example to all countries. Unhappily, it 
will be estopped from the proud boast that 
if discriminates against no member of any 
party or creed so long as knowledge of the 
Irish language—that shibboleth on which 
it is afraid to consult the. electors—con- 
tinues to be a condition of employment in 
the public service. We are in whole- 
hearted agreement with Mr. Deylin’s con- 
demnation of the Northern Government’s 
refusal to satisfy the growing demand for 
closer economic relations with the Free 
State. In this matter the Free State 
Government is ‘no ‘whit: less. guilty. Both 
‘seem to be resolved to gratify a foolish 
pride at the cost of the whole nation’s 
welfare. 


Aviation and Antiquity. 


A new quarterly review of archeology, 
Antiquity, is edited. by Mr. O. G. S. 
Crawford, the pioneer of the use of air- 
eraft in archwological investigation.

EVENTFUL MOTOR 
JOURNEY. 


DEATH OF PRINCE 
BORGHESE, . 


A Reuter telegram from Rome 
announces that Prince Scipione Borghese, 
head of the House of Borghese, one of the 
most ancient of the Roman noble families, 
died yesterday at Florence, in his fifty- 
sixth year. 

Prince Borghese had been a Roman 
deputy. His family belonged originally 
to. Sienna, and from the middle of the 
fifteenth century its members held the 
highest offices. In 1605 Pope Paul V., a 
member of the family, ascended the Papal 
chair, and with his elevation honours and 
riches flowed in quick succession to his 
relatives. Among other gifts he bestowed 
the principality of Sulmone on Marco 
Antonio Borghese, the son of his brother, 
Giovanni Battista, from whom descends 
the present Borghese family. 

Through Borghese Camillo, Prince, the 
family became connected with Napoleon 
Bonaparte. When Italy was invaded he 


he married Marie Pauline, the beautiful 
sister of Napoleon. Within three years he 
was created Duke of Guastalla, and 
appointed Governor-General of the pro- 
vinces beyond the Alps. He set up his 
Court at Turin, and soon became most 
popular with the Piedmontese, but when 
Napoleon abdicated, Camillo separated 
from his wife and broke off all relations 


with the Bonapartes, 

The wonderful collection of art in -Pope 
Paul V.’s Borghese : Palace and Borghese 
Villa at: Rome was scattered by Camillo, who 
sold ‘the buik of it to Napoleon. To-day it 
enriches the treasures of the Louvre. Other 
possessions of the family were sold by Paolo. 
Pope Leo VIII. added its muniments to the 
Vatican Library, and the Italian Government 
got possession of the Palace and its valuable 
paintings. 


PEKING TO PARIS. 

The spirit of adventure lived in Prince 
Scipione Borghese. He created a sensation 
about twenty years ago by making the first 
journey on a motor car from Peking, across 
Asia and Siberia, and thence to Paris. The 
car he drove at that time was unknown out- 
side of Italy—a Fiat. ‘Prince Borghese wrote 
a narrative of his eventful journey that sur- 
passed the interest of romance. A host of 
cars of nearly every then known make 
and size set forth upon the journey, 
and some ‘competitors had motor cycies. 
The Prince’s car was viewed with consterna- 
tion in Peking. Chinese nobles viewed it as 
a devilish device till one or two of them were 
tampted to enjoy a drive, and then it became 
popular. But when the Prince left Peking. 
le who had never seen a motor car re- 

ed him as the Evil One, and more than 
a attempt was made upon his life, 

The Fiat made the journey safely through 
the Gobi desert, where most of the compet: 
tors in the long race to Paris came to grief.

The capture of Pengpu isolates the 
Northern forces located at Nanking and 
in the Shanghai area, and makes early 
occupation of Shanghai district by the 
Nationalists a possibility. 

The latest reports received to-night from 
Nanking state that fighting is taking place 
within twenty miles of the city. In addi- 
tion to other complications of the Fengtien 
forces, all the railway engineers of the 
Shanghai Nanking-Hangchow line struck 
to-day, causing a complete hold-up of rail- 
way traffic, which perainn: troop move- 
ments. 


AMERICAN DESTROYER FIRED ON. 
PEKING, Tuesday. 

The American destroyer Prebble was 
heavily fired on by the Nationalists at 
Wuhu to-day. The Americans replied with 
machine guns until the Nationalist fire 
stopped. The Prebble’s bridge was struck 
twice by the Nationalist fire, but there 
were no casualties. 

According to other reports reaching 
Peking, General Chiang Kaishek has de- 
clared war upon the radical element of the 
Kuomintang, asserting that the latter are 
secking an open alliance with Russia. 
Another report states that General Chiang 
Kaishek will not announce his break with 
the Radicals until the capture of Shanghai 
has occurred.

OFFICIAL IN DIFFEEENCE: 
WEEKLY OUTRAGES.

ATLANTA, GEORGIA, Tuesday. 

Ku Klux Klan and White Cap outrages 
continue to occupy a prominent place in 
the newspapers here. 

One Atlanta journal, after careful in- 
vestigation, has discovered that a masked 
band operating in one of the counties of 
Georgia has been holding “weekly 
whipping parties” for over a year, and 
has flogged over a hundred persons. 

One of the band’s victims was the edito~ 
of a country newspaper, who had de- 
nounced its activities. 

In another county of Georgia two 
separate bands indulge almost nightly in 
this “sport,” and among those whipped 
were a preacher, who had denounced them, 
and several women, whom the band charged 
with immorality. One of the women at 
the time of her flogging was about to 
become a mother. 

Although these outrages are a matter of 
common knowledge, not a single person 
has been brought to account. 

In consequence of this denunciation the 
representatives of over eighty. Christian 
congregations in Atlanta and the vicinity 
have appealed to the Governor of Georgia 
to put a stop to these “ whipping parties.”

MARCONI: LOSSES. 


“A TALE OF RECKLESS 
MISMANAGEMENT.” 


Yesterday, by a substantial majority, 
the shareholders of _Marconi’s Wireless 
Telegraph Company passed: the scheme 
put: before them by the Boatd for the 
yeconstruction of the concern und of the 
directorate, observes The Times editorially. 
On the facts disclosed at the meeting no 
other decision could be justified. 

The general public may, therefore, ap- 
prove it, but their uppermost feeling will 
probably be one of regret that the name 
of one of the great inventors of the age 
should be associated—not for the first time 
and through no fault of his marvellous 
discovery—with recrimination and. scandal. 

The story unfolded at the meeting, 
‘which lasted about six hours, and elicited 
every conceivable point of view, was pain- 
ful in every respect. It was a tale of 
reckless mismanagement. Over a period 
of years substantial profits were reported, 
inordinately large fees were. paid to cer- 
tain directors, and shareholders: were 
lulled into a false sense of security by 
receiving appreciable dividends. Yet all 
the time, as it now turns out, the com- 
pany was, in fact, suffering heavy losses 
by unwise investments (several of which 
had nothing whatever to do with the com- 
pany’s business), by advances to sub- 
sidiary companies, which turned out to be 
bad debts, and by foolish speculation in 
foreign currencies. 

These things happened for the most part 
during the period that the: late Mr. 
Godfrey Isaacs was managing director of 
the. company. . Altogether the losses have 
involved the writing down of the assets to 
the extent of approximately £6,000,000. 
That has stripped’ the company. entirely 
of its reserves, and renders necessary the 
reduction of the capital by one-half. 
Seldom in the history of a joint stock 


enterprise have losses of this magnitude 


been sustained by a single company in a 
few short years. 


So long ago as 1920 the directors were 
warned by the auditors in their certificate 


attached to the balance sheet that the 
values stated. in the latter document 
required revision. Every year since then 
the auditors have repeated their warning 
in terms which should not have been mis- 
understood. by the directors. 

In short, the record of:the company for 
the past seven years affords no cause for 
satisfaction to anyone associated with it.

THREW PAPERS INTO LEE. 

Dean Sexton, who was applauded on enter- 
ng the witness box, said that he knew Kelly. 
They were very seriously concerned about this 
kind of literature, which was corrupting the 
people. <A petition signed by 2, persons 
had been circulated. This immoral literature 
should not be allowed to be broadcast through 
the country. 

The Rev. Father Barrett, St. Mary’s, Cork, 
said that some weeks ago he took papers 
from a boy, but allowed him to retain the 
Sunday independent. He destroyed other 
papers and threw them into the Lee. The 
Civic Guard was in the position of having to 
allow this kind of literature to circulate. 

THE SEIZED PAPERS. 

The papers seized, according to Mr. 
Maurice O Connor, State Solicitor, who pro- 
secuted, included the News of the World, 
Dispatch, Herald, Sunday Pictorial, Sunday 
News, Sportsman, and Sunday Independent. 
Courtney was asked by. one of four men 
who approached him ifehe had a copy of the 
News of the World, and when he said ‘that 
he had the men seized his entire bundle, and 
departed with them, Courtney followed the 
men, and produced a docket showing that he 
had paid in cash the sum of 19s. 9d. for the 
papers. Afterwards one of the men paid 
him 8s., and at some subsequent. period 
Courtney was paid the balance of the cost cf 
the papers. 

Mr. O'Connor asked the Justice to hold 
that the action of the defendant was -meri- 
torious, but submitted that the law had been 
broken, and that it should be upheld, and 
such conduct in the future prohibited. 

CONTENTS OF THE PAPERS. 

Courtney, having given evidence of the 
seizure, was asked é Mr. Donegan if he was 
a married man, and replied that he was, and 
had a family. 

‘‘ Would you allow that into your house ”'' 
asked Mi. Donegan, throwing a pict, ~ial 
paper across the table towards the witness.

Mathien, by the courtesy of the British Post 
Office and of the Bell Telephone Company of 
Canada, for a period of several week-ends 
between Bridgewater and Bodmin,.in Eng- 
land, and Drummondville, Montreal, Toronto 
and Ottawa, in Canada. 

The quality and clearness of the speech 
has been eo praised by Commander 
Edwards, Director of the Canadian Radio 
Service; by Mr. C. F. Sise, President of the 
Bell Telephone Company of Canada; by Mr. 
P. F. Sise, President of the Northern Electric 
Company of Canada; b; Mr. J. MacMillan, 
General Manager of the Canadian Pacific 
Telegraph Company; by Mr. A. E. Dyment, 
Chairman of the Canadian General Electric 
Company of Toronto; Senator Lorne C. 
Webster, and others, who have talked across 
the Atlantic with England over the new 
system. I am of opinion that this multiple, 
system of en and telegraphy will soon 
become commercially aille aa Eng- 
land and all her Colonies and Dominions. 

Very successful results have been obtained 
by our research department with a system 
of facsimile transmission developed by Mr. 
G. M. Wright. This system will enable 
ordinary writing, typewritten or printed 
sheets, and pictures to “be flashed across 
space, thereby enabling a much smaller staff 
of operators to send and receive long mes- 
sages. It will then be no Jonger necessary 
to spell out each word. When this system 
becomes available for commercial use a very 
substantial reduction should be possible in 
the cost of running the company’s telegraph 
services, 

From what I have said, which I have tried 
t, make as brief as possible, you may agree 
that on the technical side we are not stand- 
ing still; but, whatever progress has already 
been made, it will always, in my opinion, be 
essential that no effort or expense be spared 
in endeavouring to keep well ahead on the 
technical progress of our work. | 

ut we are still a very long way from 
having exhausted the possibilities of wireless 
to anything like their full extent. I wish to 
express my high appreciation of the manner 
in which Mr. F. G, Kellaway has carried 
through his very arduous duties of managing 
director during the last two years in the 
face of difficulties which might well have 
discouraged and deterred any other man not 
possessed of his qualities. 

. A CRITICAL PERIOD. 

It is, I feel certain, patent to us all that 
the company has been passing through a 
most trying and critical period. Many of 
our difficulties, I frankly admit, have come 
about in consequence of past mistakes, but 
others were caused by circumstances beyond 
anyone’s control, and which, in a much more 
serious measure, have in many cases been 
experienced recently by other great indus- 
trial undertakings, . 

I can say, from my almost daily associa- 
tion with Mr. Kellaway, that, in my opinion, 
he has effectively and ably faced our difficul- 
ties, and spared himself no effort in en- 
deavouring to retrieve past errors and mis- 
fortunes, with the sole object of placing our 
company on a perfectly sound profit-earning 
basis. In this I think he has already achieved 
no small measure of success. His work is 
not yet by any means completed, but I feel 
confident that it will be in the interest of all 
shareholders if he is permitted, with proper 
assistance and support, to cefully continue 
and complete his work, which should result 
in placing this company in the position which 
all its pioneer work and achievements of 
national and international importance most 
justly entitle it to hold. 

Statements have been made and published 
in regard to the alleged small shareholding 
of your directors. ese statements, so far 
as they concern myself and many of my 
colleagues on the Board, are very far from 
the truth. My shareholding in this company 
consists of 9, shares, of which 8,282 have 
been held for me for over 22 years under a 
trust, with the stipulation that I can cause 
them to be sold at any time at my discretion. 
I have not done so. Moreover, I hold in my 
own name 303 Preference Shares and 50 
Ordinary Shares, besides 458 partly in bearer 
certificates, as well as over 6, shares in my 
own name in; ‘ociated companies, 


WILL RESIGN IF NORDON PROPOSALS 
CARRIED. 


I consider it my duty to make it quite 
clear to all shareholders that, in the event 
of the proposals of Mr. Nordon’s Committee, 
as shown in the resolutions they submitted 
to the Board, being carried, I could follow 
no other course but to tender my resignation 
from the Board, and, in consequence, also 
decline to accept the position of President of 
the Sree In regard to my agreement as 
technical adviser to the company, I re§ret to

In answering these questions,®I do not,

I will first deal with two groups. of. invest- 
ments, in respect of which writings off have 
had to be made totalling £1,847,575. When 
I became managing director of your company 
it had interests, either acquired directly by 
subsidiary concerns in some companies, 
12 of which carried on businesses in no way 
connected with wireless. With one or two 
exceptions, these concerns had involved the 
parent company in heavy losses.

management was reorganised. During 1925 
the company balanced its accounts. As 
against a loss of £11,600 in 1924 and 
£18,196 in 1923, last year the company made 
a trading profit of £1,500. The business is a 
promising one. 

Summarising the position of these twelve 
non-wireless companies, it will be seen that 
nine have been disposed of during the past 
two years, and that the three remaining have 
been reorganised, and are now making a 
profit. The total amount written off in 
respect of past losses in these twelve com- 
panies is £932,091, the whole in respect of 
losses incurred previous to the last two 
years. 

The second group of companies in respect 
of which heavy writings down have had to 
be made as a result of past losses are three, 
which were engaged in the broadcasting side 
of wireless and in the telephone manufactur- 
ing business. At the beginning of 1925 the 
Wireless Company held practically the whole 
of the capital in these three companies :— 

The Marconi Scientific Instrument Com- 
pany, Ltd., acquired in 1919. 

Sterling Telephone and Electric Company, 
Ltd., acquired in 1919. 

The Marconiphone Company, Ltd., under 

the name of the Poulsen Company, acquired 
in 1920. 
At the beginning of 1925 these three com- 
panies were manufacturing broadcasting 
receiving sets, and were competing against 
each other. During the past two years the 
three businesses have been combined, com- 
petition has been eliminated, and last year 
the combined business made a trading profit 
of £55,000. The expenditure of the three 
companies was 901 in 1924. It was 
reduced to £248,748 in 1926. The total 
amount in respect of past losses written off 
for this group of three companies is approxi- 
mately £915,284. 

To summarise the position of these two 
groups of companies—the twelve non-wireless 
and three broadcasting and telephone com- 
panies: When I became managing director 
they had lost over £1,850,000. e have got 
rid of all but four, and these four Jast year 
made a trading profit of over £60,000.

REVIEW OF EVENTS SINCE 1922. 

I will now deal with the course of events 
since I became a director of the company on 
the 13th November, 1922. The first board 
meeting I attended after my election to the 
board was on the December, 
1922. In. March, 1923, Mr. Henry 
Morgan, F.S.A.A., was asked by 
the then managing director to assist in 
organising the accounts and finances of the 
company and in pre L. — accounts and 
balance sheet for 1922. e accounts were 
not passed by the Board until the 15th 
November, 1923, and they were submitted to 
the general meeting of shareholders held on 
the órd December, 1923. Early in the fol- 
lowing year—t.e., 1924—I came to the con- 
clusion that the directors were not obtaining 
sufficient. information in regard to the invest- 
ments in subsidiary and associated companies, 
whether made directly by the Wireless Com- 

any or by subsidiary concerns. On the órd 
une, 1924, I informed the Board that unless 
a committee of directors was appointed to 
control the policy and finances of the com- 
pany, and particularly to have periodical 
reports on the position of various subsidiary 
companies, I could not continue as a director. 
As a result the Board decided to set up a 
Finance Committee of its members, which 
Committee was to have complete control of 
policy and finance. The first members of that 
Committee were—The Managing Director (Mr. 
Godfrey Isaacs), the Deputy Managing 
Director (Colonel Simpson), Mr. Henry 
Morgan, Sir Charles Stewart (who had been 
a director of the Board since 1919), Mr. H. 
W. Allen, and myself. The Committee ap- 
pointed me Chairman. 

One of the first decisions of the Committee 
was to put a né immediately to any further 
investments of the company’s money in any 
concerns not properly connected with the 
company’s business. 

In November, 1924, the late managing 
director resigned, and I was appointed to 
succeed hi. 

THE) SHARE OFFER OF 1925. 

At the request of the Finance Committee, 
Mr. Morgan prepared a statement in January, 
1925, showing the commitments of the com- 
pany on capital account and the liquid assets. 

his statement showed capital commitments 
largely in excess. of liquid assets. The capital 
commitments were principally in respect of 
the erection of wireless telegraph stations both 
at home and abroad. The completion of these 
stations was vital to the future of the company, 
and in February, 1925, the Finance Committee, 
after a full examination of the company’s assets 
and prospects, recommended the Board to 
make an issue of 500,000 .additional new 
shares at 27s. 6d., and a prospectus was sent 
out on February 27th, 1925, offering these 
shares to the then existing shareholders. The 
company received from the issue £665,000. 

The Board’s action m making this issue 
has been criticised on the ground that the 
directors at that time ought to have known 
what the investigating accountant’s report 
has since revealed thas the assets of the 
company were over-valued. On this I should 
quote a very frank and manly statement 
made recently by Mr, Morgan:—‘I maintain 
that the contents of the prospectus were 
justified in every respect, and it is neither 
just nor proper to challenge it on the ground 
of subsequent events, as Mr. Nordon in his 
circular appears to do.” In making this state- 
ment I do not wish to minimise the respon- 
sibility which attached to the Board as a 
whole, and to me in particular as managing 
director, in regard to the issue. On the 
information before us the issue was justified 
at the price at which it was made. 
Subsequent events showed that that informa- 
tion was d upon too optimistic a view 
of the company’s assets and prospects, but 
the Board acted in good faith and on expert 


advice. “ 
DIRECTORS’ FEES, 

May I now refer to a statement recently 
made; that during the period covered by the 
investigating accountants’ report—that is to 
pe 1919 to 1925—the directors received 
£505,500. As was pointed out by the com- 
pany immediately that statement was made, 
the amount received by the present directors 
from the Wireless Company during that period 
was not £503,500, but 107,417 which . in- 
cludes the sums paid to Senatore Marconi as 
technical adviser and to me as managing 
director. The question has been asked: how 
is the difference accounted for. The answer 
is that, apart from the sum of £43,292 paid 
by other companies to the present directors 
of the Wireless Company, the balance was 
received by the late managing director and 
other directors, who have either resigned or 
have died. 

THE INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 

I come now to the circumstances which led 
the Board to decide in July, 1926, to re- 
Ken Sir Gilbert Garnsey’s firm and Messrs. 

cooper Brothers and Co, to make a searching 
investigation into the position of the main 
company and of all its associated and sub- 
sidiary concerns. When Mr. Morgan resigned 
lin November, 1925, the Board appointed Mr. 
C. Neville, A.S.A.A., as deputy accountant. 
Mr. Neville submitted in May of last year 
draft accounts for 1925, accounts 
showed that, in addition to the provisions 
already made Fe the preceding two years 
of £3,000,000 for the purpose of writing off 
or writing down sundry assets, a further pro- 
vision of something like £1,000,000 would be 
necessary. With these accounts before them, 
the Board decided that there was no alterna- 
tive but to have a thorough investigation of 
the position of all the company’s interests, 
not only in this country, but throughout the 
world. The accounts submitted in previous 
years had proved to be too optimistic. It 
was felt, therefore, to be necessary to know 
without question what was the real value of 
the company’s assets. 

The investigating accountants were given 
full authority to make whatever inquiries they 
found necessary in order to ascertain the true 
position. As it has been suggested that the 
nature of their inquiry was changed as 
a result of pressure from outside, I desire to 
say that there is no foundation whatever for 
that suggestion. The investigating ac- 
countants’ instructions were never varied from 
the beginning, or, indeed, limited in any way, 
and they acted throughout with the determina- 
tion, that the real facts of every one of the 
company’s interests both at home and abroad 
“ye - ascertained- and placed béfore the 
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gating accountants, 
were distinctly to the advantage oí the share- 
holders. | 

The Board’s proposals are now before you, | 
They have the support of Sir Gilbert Garnsey 
nd your own accountants, of the four 
members of the Advisory Committee, of the 
Irish Shareholders’ Association, of practically’ 
the whole Press of the country, and we have 
received proxies totalling nearly 14 million 
shares. 

I do not misunderstand the true meaning 
I of support, Many 
of the shareholders who have Ca us thet 

roxies are sore and bitter at the losses they 
ave sustained. ey are supporting our 
proposals because they believe that the 
present management have done all that was 
Fh to correct past mistakes; that we 
ave cut out the ‘“‘d wood,” and are 
sticking to our proper business; that we have 
hidden nothing, and that the proposals we 
are making ar> in the best. interests of fhe 
business. : 

You have now before you the balance sheet ! 
for the year 1925. I 
attention to the report of the auditors to the 
shareholders, which is attached to t:.a balance 
sheet. That report is unqualified. It is the 
first unqualified certificate your auditors have 
given you since the year 1 Compare that 
certificate with the one which accompanied 
the balance sheet for. the year 1922. That 
certificate contained the following qualifica- 
tion :— ; 

“ We are unable to form an opinion of, 
and refer to the directors” report as to the 
value of, the shares in associated and other 
companies and patents, entered at £3,543,531 
5s. 9d., and debts due associated com- 

ies, entered at £2,003, 9s. 3d., which 
included interest credited to profit and loss 
account.”’ 

I hope the company will never again have 
to face its shareholders with a qualified report 
of that sort from its auditors. 

In the report of the directors it is stated

I think it is necessary to state that the 
names of these gentlemen did not originate 
with the Board.

The Board im- 
mediately adopted these suggestions. These 
five gentlemen have, as you were informed in 
the report, made it a condition of accepting 
tha invitation to become directors that the 
special resolutions now before you are 
approved. 

The report. also stated that the following 
directors have expressed their willingness to 
place their.sesignations in the hands of the 
Board in órder to create the necessary 
vacancies to permit of the election of these 
new directors: Mr. H. W. Allen, F.C.I.8. ; 
Sir Frederick J. Barthorpe. D.L.; Rt. Hon. 
Lord ‘Herschell, G.C.V.0O.; Sir William 
Slingo, Me. $. St. J. Steadman. 

I desire on behalf of my colleagues on the 
Board to express our appreciation of the 
sacrifice these gentlemen have been willing 
to make in the interests of your company. 
During the difficult period of reconstruction 
of the past two years they have rendered loyal 
and efficient service. 

At the commencement of my speech I said 
I would endeavour to answer the questions 
which I believed to be uppermost in your 
minds. 

(l.)}d hope I have proved that the 
management of the company has not been 
responsible for the investments and for the 
policy which has required the provision ot 
nearly six million pounds.

I hope you 
will show by your votes that you consider 
that the policy has been changed.

I have now given you an outline of the 
work that has been done by the Board since 
I became managing director of your company. 
I make no cr at he for that work. What- 
ever criticism oF be made against us by 
men. possessing that little knowledge which 
is such a dangerous thing, we know, and we 
have a great body of authorities to support 
us, that the work of the past two years has 
heen good work and has been based on sound 
business principles. I beg to second the 
resolution which Senatore Marconi has moved, 
“T. SIR GILBERT GARNSEY. 

“Sir Gilbert Garnsey, K.B.E., said :-—T have 

heen asked to say a few words, not with any 
idea of entering the arena of controversy, but 
in order to give a statement of facts and 
conclusions arising out of the investigation 
which was caeried out jointly by Messrs. 
Cooper Bros. and Company and my firm. In 
what I am now about to say, I speak not 
only for myself, but also for Messrs. Cooper 
Bros. and Company, who are in agreement 
with the views I now express. Our investi- 
gation, which occupied a period of from five 
to six months, was an examination into the 
affairs not only of the Wireless Company, 
but also of its various associated and other 
concerns at home and abroad. The accounts 
of some 60 companies have come under our 
scrutiny, and our investigations have ex- 
tended to companies in about 20 different 
countries. 

The inquiry has been of a full and 
detailed character, covering many years, and 
was made with the object of enabling us to 
form an opinion as to the amount by which 
the company’s assets, including its interests 
in associated and other companies, should be 
written down for the purpose of the balance 
sheet as at 3lst December, 1925, now under 
discussion, While our main investigation 
related to the position as at 3lst December, 
1925, it was obviously made in the light of 
further knowledge acquired since that date. 
In this connection, I should like to say that 
we have had access to all the books and 
relative documents which could throw any 
light upon the various matters under review. 
We have also been given the fullest informa- 
tion and assistance by the directors and other 
officials of the various companies in order to 
enable us to arrive at our conclusions. 

Owing to the special circumstances con- 
nected with the development and trading of 
your company and its associated concerns, it 
was by no means an easy task to arrive at 
definite conclusions in every case, and 
wherever we have been in doubt we have 
erred, if at all, on the side of safety, so as 
to ensure, as far as it is practicable to do so, 
that the annual reconsiderations of values 
should not be likely to necessitate a further 
downward revision in the near future. 

Our recommendations as to writing down, 
as set out in our report, have been: given 
effect to in the balance sheet now before you, 
and I can, therefore, give you the assurance 
to the very best of my judgment that you 
may upon the aesumption that the 
situation has been thoroughly cleared up and 
the company’s accounts put upon a solid 
foundation. (Cheers. ) 

It is, perhaps, important that it should 
be understood that the deficiency which is 
now under discussion is not one which has 
suddenly arisen, but represents, in a measure, 
the continuation of an old story, which the 
directors first endeavoured to deal with in the 
1923 balance sheet, Further, as the result 
of discoveries, such as | 
sums. spent in the development ur com 
pany in the past have become more’ or less 
valueless. In our view, it has become neces 
sary to write off all expenditure as may be 
said to have no value or is not now repre- 
sented by tangible assets in use. ' 

Although every effort was made to deal 
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these shares at the date of issue. This 
market value is in no way dependent upon 
the nominal or token value of the shares, 
but is primarily governed by the earning 
pany and the amount which 
t can distribute in dividends, In any event, 
any new issue would, I understand, be offered 
to existing Ordinary shareholders first, so 
there is no real substance in this point. 

So far as the company itself is concerned, 
the reduction of the nominal value of the 
shares makes a considerable difference in 
this case. Obviously, if the deficiency now 
shown on the suspense account is not got 
rid of by writing down the nominal value of 
the Ordinary Shares, the only prudent course 
for the directors to follow would be to apply 
the future profits of the company to ex- 
tinguish this deficiency, arid it will be obvious 
to you that, under such circumstances, it 
would be some years before you could expect 
any dividend. Moreover, to continue carry- 
ing forward in the balance sheet year by 

ear a deficiency of this kind would obviously 
be rejudicial to the company’s interests. 

if you agree to the proposal now put 
forward by the directors, which, as I 
endeavoured to explain, is a mere alteration 
of the nominal value on the share certificate, 
it enables the current profits of the company 
to be distributed by way of dividends. 

In our view, the directors’ proposals are 
the most practicable way of meeting the 
present situation, and anything short of them 
would not satisfactorily deal with it, We, 
therefore, consider that they are in the best 
interests of the shareholders and should be 
adopted by them. 

By supporting these proposals you will 
bring to an end here and now these un- 
fortunate disputes, which, while doing no 
good to anyone, do serious injury to the com- 
pany in many directions. 

In conclusion, may I say that, given a 
continuance of g management, in my 
opinion, the company can look forward to a 
prosperous future. (Cheers.) 


THE IRISH SHAREHOLDERS. 

Dr. Seamus O’Beirn (Galway) said he felt 
bound, as one of the Irish Shareholders’ 
Association, to give the meeting as briefly 
as he could the reasons that led his colleague 
on the sub-committee, Dr. Sherlock, and 
himself to adopt the course they had taken— 
namely, that of recommending the share- 
holders to support wholeheartedly the pro- 
gramme submitted by the Board, and 
thereby differing materially from Mr. 
Nordon and his committee. (Hear, hear.) 
Their decision had been the result of 
the most careful consideration of the 
facts and figures at their disposal. He 
wished to avoid all personalities, and such 
names as he would mention were mentioned 
because they must inevitably arise in any 
discussion on the company’s affairs. 

From the very outset of the examination 
of the Garnsey Report the Irish representa- 
tives did their utmost to secure agreement as 
to the proposals to be made and as to 
common action for the good of the company 
in the future. They went almost to 
extremes, and so did the Board, to meet Mr. 
Nordon, but nothing would satisfy him—(A 
Voice—'' Nothing ever will ’’)—and the final 
decision to submit the whole case to the 
shareholders for their verdict was, he was 
convinced, the proper course. 

“Now, do not think,” Dr. O’Beirn said, 
‘‘ we disagreed with Mr. Nordon on triviai 
matters. e did not. We disagreed with 
him over questions that could not and should 
not be compromised, because they touch the 
vital interests of the company.” 

Their first break with him was over the 
question of the Advisory Committee, their 
second was over the question of finance, and 
their third over the question of management 
and control. As to the first, they had reached 
a stage in the negotiations where further 
progress of a practical kind seemed impos- 
sible. It was suggested that the Advisory 
Committee—Lords Buckland and Ashfield, 
Sir Hugo Hirst and Mr. Szarvasy—should be 
asked to help. They could only do so on 
the condition that they got plenary powers 
from the three parties concerned—the Eng- 
lish Committee, the Irish Committee, and 
the Marconi Board. 

The Board consented even to the extent 
of offering their resignations unconditionally, 
Could a board have done more’? (Hear, 
hear.) He and those acting with him on 
behalf of the Irish Association consented, 
and the guiding factor in urging them to 
give their consent was the question they 
asked. themselves: “ Are we to be the cause 
of refusing the help and advice of those four 
big men? Can wo face our shareholders 
after having done se” They decided ‘‘ No,”’ 
It was thus left to Mr. Nordon and his 
friends, by their rofusal, to drive away the 
Advisory Committee, and let them take the 
consequences. The best comment he could 
make on the Advisory Board was that of a 
small Connaught shareholder during the past 
week, They called upon him to ask for his 
support for the Board, ‘‘ Tell me,” said the 
shareholder, “are ye from Mr. Szarvasy ?”’ 
They said, ‘‘ Yes,”’ ‘‘ That's all right,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘Ye need not have called. 1 was 
backing the Board myself when I saw that 
Szarvasy was in favour of their policy. 

The second disagreement with Mr. Nordon 
was on the financial proposals, Other 
speakers would deal with those fully after 
going through the Garnsey Report in de- 
tail. After hearing from Sir Gilbert himself 
a full explanation as to why he did this and 
why he did not do that they came to the 
c. .clusion that his recommendations were 
sound, and that his financial proposals were 
much safer than these of Mr. Nordon, which 
included the provision of £2,000,000 ready 
cash for the sete Company by a financial 
house. Dr. Sherlock and he in discussion 
with Mr. Nordon pointed out that the terms 
of this philanthropic offer of two millions 
would mean only a net profit of £800,000 
to the issuing house, and a watering down 
to vapour point of their stock.

MR. NORDON’S CRITIC SM. 
Mr. Nordon, in a speech of considerable 
length, defined the position of the English 
Shareholders’ Committee. He cammenced by 
expressing regret that the directors had not 
given any details of the Garnsey report, and 
that he himself was unable’ to do so because 
it would not be in the national interests. His 
colleagues and he had inspected that report, 
and he considered that it bore out in every 
line and in every particular the statements 
which appeared over the signatures of the 
English Shareholders’ Committee. That 
committee’s negotiations had been carried on 
amid the greatest difficulties, as they had 
only been allowed to see the Garnsey report 
on one occasion. 

He had no desire to do anything or say 
anything which would damage the prestige 
of the company. (Laughter and cheers.) He 
had received many letters from shareholders 
who were "ca | affected by the absence 
of dividend on their shares, and those letters 
were his inspiration to do what he could to 
put matters right. 

He admitted, of course, a eood deal of what 
Mr. Kellaway had said as to the investments 
referred to being in a good many cases 
matters of the deplorable past, but what his 
committee complained about was their con- 
cealment. He claimed that nothing would 
have been told the shareholders about the 
matter had it not been for that committee’s 
investigations. With regard to the statement 
of the directors that they would declare a 
dividend if the scheme was adopted, they 
were not told what the dividend was to be, 
but he was convinced that it would be quite 
impossible for the company to pay any sub- 
stantial dividend. 

What the committee desired was that the 
company should be built up on strong lines, 
and they considered that the shesthabhens 
should not be bribed to support the Board’s 
proposals by having such a promise of a divi- 
dend held out to them. 

With regard to the question of the 
Advisory Committee, he claimed that the 
attitude of the English Shareholders’ Com- 
mittee had been misrepresented.

Cooper Bros. and Co. withdrew the name of 
his firm, and Messrs. Price, Waterhouse and 
Co., and Messrs. Kemp, Chatteris, Nichols, 
Sendeli and Co. were appointed joint 
auditors. 

The resolutions approving the Board's pro- 
posals in relation to the capital of the com- 
pany were carried on a show of hands, and a 
cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman con- 
cluded the proceedings. |
